It is curious that there is little information available respecting 
Chimes and Chime Tunes,, a subject which has claims both 
historic and technical. No doubt this state of things is in a 
great measure due to the fact that previous to 1840 there had 
been but little antiquarian research respecting bells or anything 
connected with them in this country. It seems strange, too, 
that musicians have shown no interest in the music of chimes, 
which consequently has been left for centuries in the hands of 
the clockmaker. Mechanism is his chief concern, and rightly so. 
In nearly every instance all those who have written on this 
subject have invariably placed the mechanical before the musical 
considerations. Even Lord Grimthorpe, who did such admirable 
work, in connection with clocks and bells, was guilty of this. 
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To begin with, the origin of the word ‘ chime’ is somewhat 
obscure, but is undoubtedly connected with the Latin “cym- 
balum”—Old German, “Zimbel,” a small bell struck by a hammer. 
The definitions of the word are 

(1) A set of bells in a tower. 

(2) A series of musical sounds, or tune, played mechanically 

or otherwise on such a set of bells. ^ 

There is no definite information as to when chimes were first 
used, the only records being found in ancient church accounts 
and like documents in which mention is occasionally made of 
repairs to the chiming apparatus. These show that they were 
common in the middle of the 15th Century and in general use 
during the 16th Century. There seems to be no doubt that 
chimes in the first instance were played by hand. The different 
hours of the day were originally announced in the same way. 
Many years B.C. a mechanism was used in connection with the 
Clepsydra by which a weight was released at the hour and struck 
a bell. 

Mechanical figures for striking the quarters and hours on bells 
were in use some time before the introduction of clock dials, and 
seem to have been very popular. Before 1298 there was a clock 
at St. Paul’s Cathedral with such figures. Decker calls them 
“ Paul’s Jacks.” He also says “The time of St. Paul’s goes truer 
by five notes than the chimes of St. Sepulchre’s Church.” The 
word “jack” is said to be derived from the word “jaccomarchi- 
ardus,” i.e. a man in a suit of armour, these figures being always 
so represented. The earliest mention of chimes I have come 
across other than that previously mentioned is in 1432, when 
“Richard Roper was paid 20 d. for mending the Chymes in 
Norwich Cathedral.” John Baret, in his will dated 1463, left 
money to repair the chimes of the Parish Church of Bury 
(Suffolk). 

Chime mechanism was invented soon after the advent of 
weight clocks. When these weight clocks were first made many 
kinds of mechanism were introduced to indicate the flight of time, 
such as performing figures, crowing cocks, etc. Peter Lightfoot, 
that clever Abbot of Glastonbury, was one of the earliest, if not 
the earliest, maker of such clocks (1335). Soon after this they 
were made on the Continent. 

In all probability quarters were first indicated by a “jack” on 
a single bell, and later by two “jacks ” on two bells, the notes of 
which were a 2nd, 3rd, 4th or 5th apart. Such quarters would 
now be known as ding-dong or ting-tang quarters, and from their 
introduction to the present time have been more extensively used 
than any others in this country. It might here be noted that 
quarter chimes and chime tunes in England consist of melody 
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only, whereas on the Continent the bells are used a great deal in 
combination, being frequently heard in chords of three, four or 
more notes. Many of these notes are redundant, as in most cases 
bells cannot be heard to better advantage than when they are 
played in two or three parts. In all probability the hour was first 
struck and then the half-hour indicated and later the quarters 
chimed. The latter system maintains in this country, but on the 
Continent a further sub-division is frequently made midway be¬ 
tween each quarter, so that the chimes play eight times during 
the hour. This of course makes a very much greater demand on 
the chime barrel and mechanism. For instance, at Malines the 
chime mechanism plays 48,000 notes every twenty-four hours. 

The most important arrangements of Quarter Chimes are 
Cambridge (commonly called Westminster), Whittington, Magda¬ 
len College Chimes (Oxford), Guildford Chimes (Holy Trinity), 
and Tennyson or Carfax Chimes. The Quarter Chimes at Nor¬ 
wich Cathedral, Canterbury Cathedral, the Benedictine Abbey, 
Fort Augustus, and the Roman Catholic Church, Cambridge, are 
all based on Plain Song melodies. 

The ancient chime machinery is very simple and consists of 
a weight driven barrel, sometimes as large as 3-ft. in diameter, 
generally made of wood, into which pins are fixed on exactly the 
same principle as in the barrel of a musical box. A primitive 
substitute for the chime barrel was the trunk of a tree into which 
spikes were driven. The pins in the chime barrel pull down 
levers which lift the hammers with which they are connected by 
wires—and releases them so that in their descent they fall upon 
and strike the bell from the outside. In passing it might be 
mentioned that in mechanical chimes the hammers always strike 
the bell from the outside. Of course in the machine described 
the barrel has to do all the work. It is satisfactory so 
long as the requirement is merely the playing of a regular 
succession of notes of equal value at a moderate speed such 
as a simple hymn tune or the like. But as there are very few 
melodies of real interest which come within these limits—par¬ 
ticularly as regards secular tunes—more elaborate airs, consisting 
of unequal notes, mixed long and short note values, groups of 
short notes in quick succession, etc. were set on the chime barrel. 
These demands had the effect of obliterating everything in the 
shape of correct time in the rendering of the music because the 
chime barrel with the same motive power had to play perhaps 
4 notes in the same time as one which preceded the group of 4 
and 2 which followed. 

As can be well understood such unequal demands made the 
speed of the barrel very irregular, with the result that one bar 
was played at a quicker or slower time than the other. This 
made the musical efforts of many chimes very unsatisfactory and 
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in note few instances quite comic. The fault was in trying to 
make the mechanism do what it was incapable of, and for a 
time no doubt this tended to mar the popularity chimes had 
gained. In its way the old mechanism was quite satisfactory, 
and being simple in construction it was very easily kept in order 
by the village clockmaker, generally the blacksmith of the place. 
During the past 40 years great improvements in chime mechanism 
have been made by Messrs. Lund & Blockley, Messrs. Gillett, of 
Croydon, and Messrs. Smith, of Derby. These improvements 
are chiefly in connection with the sub-division of the mechanical 
operations and of the driving power. 

As with Quarter Chimes, it is absolutely impossible to fix any 
approximate date when chime tunes were first introduced. They 
must of course have been posterior to the date when bells were 
recast and tuned according to the notes of the Major Scale. 
There are also very few tunes that can be played on less than six 
bells so that this condition would bring us to the 15 th Century. 
The earliest mention of any tune played upon chimes is in the 
Will of John Baret (1463) who in addition to leaving money to 
repair the chimes of the Parish Church at Bury (Suffolk) ex¬ 
pressed a wish that they should play Requiem Eternam at 
stated times to his memory. The chimes previously mentioned 
by Decker as being in existence at St. Paul's before 1298 were 
without doubt Quarter Chimes. In the 16th Century many 
historic references to chimes are preserved in Church Accounts 
and records, most of which are too long to quote here. 

Chime tunes gradually increased in popularity until in the 18th 
Century every Church of importance possessed a clock with 
Quarter Chimes and Chime tunes. Some of these old tunes 
are most interesting, particularly the four played at Gloucester 
Cathedral which were composed by Stephen Jeffries, Dr. W. 
Hayes, Dr. John Stephens, and Mr. Malchair during that period, 
and in more recent times the two tunes composed by Dr. S. S. 
Wesley for Holsworthy Church Bells. 

In selecting - tunes for chimes many repeated notes, long 
successions of quick notes or very long note values should be 
avoided. No tune should ever be attempted on a smaller number 
of bells than it properly requires. The mutilation of well-known 
melodies is much to be deprecated. In this respect perhaps the 
National Anthem has been sinned against more than any other. 
Words fail to describe such caricatures as the following:—

Taking inspiration 
from their folk songs, Bohemian composers, he said, had founded a 
national music which was entirely free from the insincere imitations 
of foreign art. He sometimes thought English craftsmen might with 
great gain follow this example, for a great store of song had long been 
in comparative neglect. That was because, not song, but fighting, 
had been the national stimulant. The establishment of a national 
theatre had done much towards attaining the independence of 
Bohemian music. In that course also we should do well to follow. 

Miss Dora Bright’s second Pianoforte Recital took place at the 
Broadwood Rooms, on Dec. 10th, 1907. 

Mr. H. J. Timothy conducted the Concert of the Stroud Green 
Choral Association on Dec. 10th, 1907. 

Mr. Stewart Macpherson has been elected a Member of the Phil¬ 
harmonic Society. His new book “ Form in Music” has just been 
issued by Joseph Williams, Ltd. 

On January 22nd, 1908, Miss Daisy Hansell gave a Violin Recital 
at Bechstein Hall. 

The Philharmonic Society has a new Hon. Co-Treasurer in the 
person of Mr. Stanley Hawley. 

The late Dr. Joachim left estate to the value of over ^ 37 ,oo°- 

The second concert of the Wessely Quartet took place at Bechstein 
Hall on Nov. 27th, 1907. 

The Philarmonic programme this season will include two movements 
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from M& Edward German’s Symphonic Suite “The Seasons,” and a 
new viola Concerto in C minor, by Mr. York Bowen. 

On Nov. 27th, 1907, Dr. Bennett conducted a performance of 
excerpts from Wagner’s works by the Lincoln Musical Society.

M[r. E. E. Cooper, the newly-elected President of the Club, 
is a native of Old Windsor. His first school-mistress was 
Horatia Ward, the daughter of the great Nelson ; whom Nelson 
committed to the care of the nation- in the cock-pit of the Victory , 
a trust never, carried out, Mr. Cooper’s later education was at 
Bury St. Edmunds. When he was eighteen years old he entered 
business life as an underwriter at Lloyds, of which he became 
a member in 1884,. being elected to the Committee last year. 

Mr. Cooper’s interest in the art of music though not a 
professional one is none the less keen. He took singing lessons 
of Pasquale Goldberg, whom many will remember as a very 
charming and estimable Professor at the R.A.M., and made his 
first appearance in public at the old Hanover Square Rooms.

Club Doings. 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 
was held at the Royal Academy of Music on Saturday, January nth, 
1908, the President, Mr. Oscar Beringer, in the chair. 

The Minutes of the Annual General Meeting on October 29th, 1906, 
and of the Special General Meeting on January 19th, 1907, were read 
and confirmed. 

The Report of the Committee was then read by the Secretary. 

REPORT. 

Your Committee begs to present its 18th Annual Report. It is to 
be remarked that on this occasion it covers a longer period than 
usual, as according to the New Rules which were passed on 19th 
January, 1907, the Club year was altered to coincide with the Calen¬ 
dar year. 

The Social Meeting and Annual General Meeting held on Monday, 
29th October, 1906, was not very well attended, and the same remark 
applies to the Social Meeting on Saturday, 2nd November, 1907. 
The Committee beg that members will try to come to such meetings 
in larger numbers. 

The Ladies’ Night on Saturday, 1st December, 1906, was attended 
by 73 people. The programme of music was contributed by M. Ed¬ 
ouard Risler, the eminent French pianist, Miss Grainger Kerr and 
Mr. J. Campbell Mclnnes, vocalists, and Miss Juliet Capron, violinist. 

Seventy-two were present at the Ladies’ Night on Saturday, 16th 
March, 1907. The programme was non-musical on this occasion, 
Mr. Percy French supplying the entertainment. 

Quite according to precedent, the Ladies’ Night held in the 
summer on Saturday, 8th June, 1907, was the most largely attended 
of any, 113 being present. The performers who kindly gave the 
programme were Madame Kirkby Lunn, and Signor Carlo Pollone, 
vocalists, Mr. Herbert Withers, violoncello, Miss Marguerite Elzy, 
pianoforte, and Miss Esme Beringer, recitations. 

In order to secure the presence of Mr. Beringer, who was compelled 
to leave for South Africa before the date originally announced, the 
Annual Dinner was altered to a week earlier, viz. on Wednesday, 
10th July, 1907, at the Criterion Restaurant. Mr. Oscar Beringer 
the President, occupied the chair, and there were 81 present. The 
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speakers were the Chairman, Sir A. C. Mackenzie, Mr. Randegger, 
Mr. Charles Rube, Mr. E. E. Cooper, and the Secretary, the toast list 
being interspersed with music rendered by Mr. York Bowen, Miss 
Margaret Cooper, Mr. Louis Zimmermann, and Mr. Edward lies. 
The occasion was entirely successful. 

The Ladies’ Night on Friday, 29th November, 1907, brought 
together 66 people. The music was rendered by Mr. Arthur New- 
stead, pianoforte, Mr. Hugo Heinz, songs, and Mr. Joska Szigeti, 
violin. 

Suppers have been held on 17th November, 1906, February, 
17th May, and 12th December, 1907, at the Restaurant d’ltalie, Old 
Compton Street, W. 

With the relinquishment of the Club Rooms announced in the last 
Report, it became necessary to revise the Rules. A Sub-Committee 
was appointed to deal with the matter, and after careful consideration 
came to the conclusion that it was advisable to withdraw the old 
Rules and substitute for them a set of new ones. A Special General 
Meeting was accordingly held on the 19th January, 1907, when the 
fresh proposals were exhaustively discussed and after some amend¬ 
ments were passed. 

The Committee cannot allow this Report to pass without placing 
on record their sense of the great loss that not only the Club but all 
connected with the Royal Academy of Music have sustained by the 
death of Mr. Thomas Threlfall. He was genuinely interested in the 
Club, and one of the last occasions on which he was out before his 
illness was the Special General Meeting alluded to above, when he 
took a prominent part in discussing the New Rules. Mr. Threlfall’s 
office as one of the Trustees to the Club has been filled by the election 
of Mr. E. E. Cooper. 

The Committee desire to record their sincere thanks to the various 
artists who have so kindly given their services at the various meet¬ 
ing - ^ and they must mention with particular gratitude Mr. Oscar 
Beringer, who has taken the liveliest interest in the arrangement of 
the programmes, and has laboured without stint in order to make the 
meetings successful. Thanks are also due to the Royal Academy of 
Music for kindly granting the use of the Concert Room, and for the 
convenience of a room for Committee Meetings. 

The Accounts, which, duly audited, are to be laid before the 
Members, shew a satisfactory balance in hand, although much ex¬ 
pense has been caused by a slackness in many cases in paying 
Subscriptions. 

It is again urged most strongly that Members should do their 
utmost to increase the strength of the Club by bringing in new 
Members. Duty to the Club does not merely consist in paying Sub¬ 
scriptions promptly, but in taking every possible advantage of the 
opportunities that the meetings afford for renewing'old friendships 
and making new ones, and in showing a practical appreciation of the 
work of the Committee by helping to fill up the gaps in the member¬ 
ship that are inevitable as time goes on. 

The following officers retire and are not eligible for the same office 
during the ensuing year :—The President, Mr. Oscar Beringer ; four 
Vice-Presidents, Dr. Cowen, Mr. H. R. Eyers, Mr. Edward German, 
and Mr. W. Frye Parker; four Members of the Committee, Mr. 
Leonard Hart, Mr. Stewart Macpherson, Mr. Arthur O’Leary, and

CHAMBER CONCERT. 

At the Chamber Concert in the Queen’s Hall, on the 18th Novem¬ 
ber, 1907, a new composition by Ethel Shepard—an Andante Scherzo 
for two pianofortes—was brought forward. The work was played by 
Miss Dorothy Grinstead and Miss Marjorie Wigley. The other 
novelty was placed at the beginning of the concert. This consisted 
of two movements, Lento and Allegro giusto, from a Quintet for 
pianoforte and strings, by Katharine Eggar. The composer presided 
at the pianoforte, the string quartet consisting of Mr. Urik Tschaikow¬ 
sky, Miss D. Richardson Le Bran, Mr. Eric Coates, and Miss Stella 
Fife. A feature of the concert was the performance of three move¬ 
ments (Alla Spaghiola Interludium in modo Antico), and the Valse 
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from Gla&ounow’s Novelletten (Op. 15) for two violins, viola, and’cello, 
played by Mr. G. Samuel Robinson, Mr. Raymond Jeremy, Mr. Eric 
Coates, and Mr. John Mundy. The Allegro Vivace from Mendel¬ 
ssohn’s 2nd Quintet in B flat for two violins, two violas, and violon¬ 
cello, was played by Miss Elsie Owen, Mr. Urik Tscha'ikowsky, Mr. 
Eric Coates, Miss Phyllis Mitchell, and Miss Valentine E. Orde. 
Pianoforte solos were also rendered by Miss Dorothy Gough, who 
played a Study, Op. 2, No. 10, by Seiss, and by Miss Gladys Van- 
damm, who played Chopin’s Scherzo in B minor. Miss Eckth Penville 
played Chaminade’s Flute Concerto. Mr. Henry O. ParSons gave 
Saint-Saens’ Andante and Rondo Capriccioso for violin. Piatti’s 
Serenata for two ’cellos was played by Mr. Sascha Davidoff and Miss 
Valentine Orde. Miss May Horton rendered Liszt’s “ Mignon’s 
Song,” and Miss Alice Baxter sang Mozart’s “ L’ Amero.” Mr. Leslie 
Mackay sang two Hungarian Melodies arranged by Francis Korbay. 

OPERATIC PERFORMANCE. 

The programme of a performance by the members of the Operatic 
Class on the evening of December nth, 1907, consisted of the first 
act of Rossini’s “ Barber of Seville,” preceded by an operetta in two 
acts by Offenbach entitled, “The Magic Melody.” In the latter work 
the principal members of the cast were Miss Kathleen Macmahon as 
Toby , Miss Mary Fielding, Miss Gertrude E. Newson as the heroine 
Grace , Mr. Cecil E. Pearson as Dorick , and Miss Dorothy Webb, who 
appeared as the maid Betty. The Misses Evelyn Dickson, Margaret 
Ismay, Dora May, Mabel Corran, Priscilla White, Modina Robinson, 
Fay Cross, and Helen Elborne as Dorick’s Clerks and their inamo¬ 
ratas, completed the cast. 

In the “ Barber of Seville,” the impersonation of Figaro was under¬ 
taken by Mr. McNaughton Duncan, Mr. Maurice D’Oisly was Count 
Almaviva , Miss Evelyn Pelling Dickson was Rosina , Miss Dorothy 
Webb was Bertha , while the parts of D071 Bartolo , Basilio , Fiorello , 
and an Officer were sustained by Messrs. Henry S. Sanders, Cecil 
Pearson, Victor de Nevers, and Harry Milner respectively. 

The performance was under the direction of Mr. Edgardo Levi, 
assisted by Mr. Richard Temple as stage manager, while in lieu of an 
orchestra, Miss Mary Burgess at the piano, and Messrs. Benjamin J. 
Dale and Ralph Letts at the organ, afforded the necessary support to 
the singers. 

ORCHESTRAL CONCERT. 

The new works produced at the Orchestral Concert in the Queen’s 
Hall on Dec. 12th, 1907, were an overture, “ Boadicea,” by Montague

You-see the music in the great 
black figure that sways like a python ; in the' eyes that blink, and 
seem about to shed luxurious tears, the face like an actor’s mask, 
enigmatic, quivering with emotion, listening to the sounds as they 
float up. . . The lips suck up music voluptuously; so the faun 

played on his pipe in the forests, when the wine of Bacchus had 
maddened him to a soft ecstasy.” Very fine regarded as sound ; but 
as sense-!
